*—Germans Make Fifteen Attacks in Montraarte Re- 
gion—Dead Lie in Heaps Over Furiously Fought Field 
in Forest of Ailly. 
Paris, April 10.—The following French official state- 


ment regarding the progress of the war was issued last 
fiight: 


"After a new and brilliant attack the important posi- 


tion of Les Eparges, which dominates the Plain of 
Woevre and which the enemy defended obstinately, is 
now completely in our hands. 
We carried yesterday 


1,500 meters (about 1,600 yards) of trenches, and this 
morning the Germans held in strength on the plateau 
imly two isolated positions. We carried these this after- 
noon, taking 150 prisoners. We have thus attained one 
»f the principal objectives of our operations of the last 
few days. 


Fifteen Counter Attacks 


"Further to the north in the forest of Ailly we have 


maintained all the ground 
gained—200 meters—on a 


front of 400 meters and repulsed three counter attacks. 
|n the forest of Montmarte the Germans made 15 attacks 
to retake trenches which we wrested from them yester" 
Hay. They were repulsed 15 times. Heaps of Genrnn 
bodies are lying on the ground.

1,500 meters (about 1,600 yards) of trenches, and this 
morning the Germans held in strength on the plateau 
imly two isolated positions. We carried these this after- 
noon, taking 150 prisoners. We have thus attained one 
»f the principal objectives of our operations of the la^t 
few days. 


Fifteen Counter Attacks 


"Further to the north in the forest of Ailly we have
